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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the citizens of the Town of Auburn: 


_In compliance with a law passed at the last session of the 

General Court providing for a board of health. we hereby 
present our first annual report for the year ending Feb. 15, 
S98. 

There has not been any contagious diseases reported to the 
Board of Health forthe year past, and but very few com- 
plaints brought before the board, some of which upon investi- 
gation were not of any importance, while others demanded 
immediate attention and action on the part of the board. 

The Auburn board met the Manchester board in joint con- 
vention and made an inspection of the sanitary condition of 
the property bordering on the shore of the lake, and found 
in most cases the sanitary condition perfectly + satisfactory. 
Those places not meeting with the approval of the boards 
very willingly complied with the rules after being notified. 
We would earnestly request all those persons residing on the 
shores of the lake to be careful of their waste, and look well 
to the drainage from their sinks and outbuildings that the 


water supply for the city of Manchester may be kept as pure 
-as possible. Mr. Blake, the inspector for the Manchester 


board, has patroled the shore of the lake the past season with- 
out any expense to the town of Auburn, and your board ex- 
tends to him many thanks for the assistance he has rendered 
them the year past. , 

In conclusion we would express our thanks to those who 
have so kindly helped to make the work pleasant and so wil- 
lingly complied with our requests.
